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REMARKS 

Claims 15-18 and 24-31 were pending. Claim 24 has been amended for clarity, without 
acquiescence or prejudice to pursue the claims in a related application. No new matter has been 
added. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Applicant gratefully thanks the Examiner for determining that claims 15-18 and 28-3 1 are 
allowable. 

Specification 

The specification is objected to as allegedly tailing to provide proper antecedent basis for the 
claimed subject matter. Specifically, the Office action incorrectly asserted that the specification 
fails to provide antecedent basis for the claimed terminology "medium". Applicant respectfully 
disagrees, 'Hie original specification clearly provides support for the claimed term "medium" at 
least in originally filed claims 19-24, The term "medium" is well known to an ordinary person 
skilled in the art. Thus, there is sufficient antecedent basis for the claim term "medium". Thus., 
Applicant respectfully requests this objection to be withdrawn. 

Claim Rejections Under 35 U.S.C §101 

Claims 24-27 stand rejected under 35 LtS.C. §101 because the claims recite a computer 
readable medium which allegedly is not one of the 4 statutory category as defi ned in U.S.C. §1 01, 
Applicant respectfully traverses. 

Without acquiescing to the basis of the rejection, claim 24 has been amended. Therefore, this 
rejection is now moot.
